This will abolish the o.xisting subsidies and 
facilitate tr:\vel and transfer of freight, so 
tliat by this ]dan travelers and mails 
leaving Liverpool will bo in Chicago 
by the time New York pooplo are be- 
ing landed thnro. The government in 
company with an Enu'lish symlicate 
will put on live steaniers ol' l),(H)l) gros.s 
tons register and l.'i,t)()0 horse ])ower,witb 
capacity for carrying -llio .'^alomi and in- 
torniediate and 1,000 third-class jias.sen- 
gers. They will have a nniximuni speed 
of 20 knots and dntw 27 feet loaded, with 
lifting capacity of 13,000 tons. They are 
to carry no heavy freight, but will have 
accommodations fur light imd perishable 
j)roduce. It is estimated that the estab- 
lishment of this service would entail an 
expenditure of i;(;,OO(J,O00, and that each 
round trip would C'lal frmii §55,000 to 
.S75,000. .

To nir. Imutok: — We, the longshore- 
men resident in Port 'rownsend, venture 
to intrude upon the space of your valua- 
ble pap T, some of ns being formerly of 
Victoria. Enclosed you will lind the signa- 
tures of those engaged in this work in Fort 
Townaend. Vou idao will doubtless ro- 
iiiember that aiinie years ago tho work of 
liiailiiig anil discliiirging tlo! cargo of the 
P. C. 8. S. IJo, 's sle;iiiieiH in British Co- 
lumbia and Piiget Sound ports was jior- 
formed by Victoria longshoremen. J'lie 
bringing of men from British Columbia 
to Pugefc Sound ports was, to say the 
least, thought unfair on tho Amorican 
side. .V crusade waa started in Seattle 
against, it by tho merchants and business 
men of tliat city and finally tbe i)ractice 
was stopijed. Soon after that the Loiig- 
shoreiiien'a iniion of Seattle was oi-gaiiized 
and these inon wore tho first individuals 
who adopted the same custom in Seattle 
nnd who monopolized tho longshore work 
at every port on tho Sound, for which 
reason soiiie tiiiii; before they bail so cried 
down till! loiigslioreuien of Victoria and 
whom they so denounced for going from 
port lo port and Iceeping men outof work. 
Witii tho opening of your national high- 
way, the 0. P. R., the P. 0. S. S. Co.'s 
steamers were under contrast with that 
eoiiipaiiy for carrying freight for eastern 
jjiiiiits, I'lii't .Moody being at thai time the 
seaboard point at wliich all freight was 
lo.ailed and discharged by the P. C. S. S. 
Co. 's steamers. As rfoon us tho railroad 
was oomplotod into Vancouver the China 
steamers began plying between that city 
and Yokohama. Crowds of men began to 
arrive at the "terminul city," multitudes 
of men could be had in Vancouver, but 
still the Pacilic Coast Steamshii) Conii)any 
continue to carry Seattle men to that 
port, when iilunty of men can be had 
there. Now, Mr. Editor, there are some 
liftei'ii or twenty of ua hero in Port Town- 
soiul. When the steamer arrives here 
from San Francisco there are usually from 
throe to six hours at this time of tho 
year, imd in summer time from six to 
twelve IiourH, work on them. But now 
we seldom gel, any more than three hours.

ME. CAINE, M. P., 

Pays lUs Compliments to the Steamship Port 
Victor— Extraordinary Expcrleucea. 

Mr. \y. S. Caine, M. P., writing from 
Yokohama to tho editor of the Burrow 
News, says: — "The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company can manage a great railway 
lino to perfection, but thoy have much to 
Icarii bofure they can claim success as 
managers of an ocean lino of steamers. 
When I arranged last July to cross the 
Pacific from Vancouver to Japaii, 1 en- 
gaged my passage for a steamer sailing 
.September -^rd. -Vt Montreal 1 was in- 
formed that the date had been postponed 
to tho 29th, and on arriving at Winnipeg 
tho sailing waa again postponed to Octo- 
ber 2nd. At Vancouver tbe date waa 
finally fixed for October 7th. That date 
found us with a number of our fellow-pas- 
sengers waiting for tho Port Victor at 
Victoria. Wo not only could see nothing 
of tho Port Victor, but letters and tele- 
grams to tho C. P. R. agent in Vancouver 
elicited no information of any definite 
character. Un tbe morning of the 8th, 
however, we were informed that we were 
all to bo at tho Hudson's Bay wharf with 
our luggage ut 2 o'clock when a steam tug 
would take ua oil'. Wo aaaenibled thus at 
l.;i0, to find neither tug nor any one re- 
presenting the C. P. R., from w hom any 
information cuuld be obtained. We stood 
about for two or three hours, all grumbl- 
ing as only Englishmen can. One of the 
clerks of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
caino to say the tug would be there at five 
o'clock. 'J'his time he was right, and by 
six o'clock we were alongside the Port 
Victor. Hero we found a scene of the 
wildest confusion. The Canadian Pacitic 
Railway agent that morning had booked 
an extra sixty Chinese steerage passengers, 
in addition to one hundred or more who 
had been put on board at Vancouver. 
For those extra sixty Chinamen there 
was actually no accommodation whatever. 
After a hurried acrambling meal the 
twenty-aevon cabin passengers demanded 
their bertha, when it was found the ship 
was only designed to carry twelve cabin 
passengers, and that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway agont had boon obliged to requis- 
ition nearly all the officers' berths, as 
well as lo construct others as make-Bhifts. 
I fared bettor than any one else, 
for knowing the Port Victor wai- 
only a second-class steamer 1 had 
secured by extra payment two 
entire cabins for my daughter and my- 
self, which, however, have jjroved any- 
thing but 8ati3factt)ry on the voyage, as 
the one I occiiiiy I lind to have been a 
bath-room and closet converted for the 
occasion, and to be swarming with cock- 
roaches and such like company, which 
took a week of Koating's powder and car- 
bolic to drive awoy. Two ladies going 
(uit as missionaries wero put into a wret- 
ched little roi,ni converted from a stew- 
ard's pantry, iiiiil twice during the voyage 
have boon drowned out of it by burst 
pipes soaking their beds. Two gentle- 
men found iheiiiaelves in a temporary 
structure next tho funnel with a large 
stove pipe in it, the temperature in this 
dog kennel ranging from 85 to 100 de- 
grees. None of the cabins appeared to 
have boon cleaned out after tho previous 
voyage, aiul when a day or two after I 
insisted on Inning my daughter's cabin 
and my own cleaned, tho amount of dirt 
and dead cockroaches was terrible. Prua- 
oiitly tho tug comes idongside again with 
tt pile of (ilanks and 20 carpenters, and we 
were informed it wimld be impossible to 
got away that night, as accoinmodatiimmust 
be [jrovided for tho extra CO Chinamen. 
The tram]) of workmen, the noise 'jf their 
haniiners and their drunken blasidiemj', 
inako night hideous. At five o'clock on 
Sunday wo aro on tho wide Pacific. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway will not hear 
the last of tho Port Victor for sijme time. 
No line of passenger steamers in tho Uni- 
ted Kingdom could all'ord to show hucIi 
reckless disregard of tho comfort of their 
custonidrs. It ia simjily dishonest to take 
double tho number of passengers a ship 
will carry. 1 fool it littlo hotter than a 
swindle that 1 should have been charged 
a faro and a half for a small Oabin'rWmch 
was only fit to sleep in when drenched 
with carbolic acid, .and in which I was 
generally awidniiied by cockroaehoa mak- 
ing a broiikfaiit on my eyea. " On tho 27th 
October tho I'ort Victor encountered a 
hurricane and iiad to run befnre the gale 
for 12 houra.

W.\.sni.\<iT0.v, Dec. 21. 
Congress is jiractically at a stiimlstill, 
and no progress can be made until tlio 
holidays are passed. P(dilics and coniiiig 
legislation have been lianislied from tho 
mind of the average congressman, aiRl it 
is only those with hobbies that have not 
concentrated their thoughts upon tho 
approaching Christinas . festivities. If it 
were not for the Crown Prince's protean 
throat, and the conllictiiig pathological 
rumors concerning his m.-dady, such is 
the dearth of news here, t hat we ahould 
have no theme for lofty sja'cnlatiuii or 
expansive tlmuglit. The President's ines- 
.sage has almost been forgotten and tho 
contending claims of free trade and pro- 
tection aubordiinited to the more elevat- 
ing sentiment of universal good-will. 
Whatever interest there is in public ques- 
tions seems to lie centered in tho proposi- 
tion to restrict foreign iiniiiigratioii. Sov- 
eral bills with this end in view have al- 
ready been iiitrodncetl, but none of thoiii 
seems to possess the element of practic- 
ability. All provide that imniignints 
before leaving their native land 
must procure a certificate of their 
moral worth from tho Anierictin consul at 
the port of eiiibarkation. But how tho 
consul is to obtain informal ion as to the 
antecedents of the immigrant, or who is 
going to Vouch for the consul's ability to 
judge of true moral worth, are i(uestioiis 
which have not entered into the scheme 
of the legislators. While every <,ne admits 
that it is a most desirable thing to keep 
the I'liited .States free of alien pau])ei-s. 
crimin;ds and prnfessional revolut ioni.sts, 
it will be found a dillicult task to discrim- 
inate l)etween tho industrious immigrant 
and the social leper, and at the same time 
|)re.ierve the sacred traditions of individual 
liberty. The inoblem is a great one and 
one ii|)on which congress will be able to 
bring a Ijroad guage statesmanship to 
bear during the .session. To tinker at the 
immigration hiws will only have the oi)°ect 
of making matters worse. . ■ 

THE TAMPP. 

There is little' disposition on tho ])art 
of Congressmen at tliis time to iliscu.ss 
the tarilt'. 'I'liose who are always ready 
in politics to follow the leader do not 
know just how far to go at present, and 
they wiaely maintain a golden silence. ■ 
Tho bold spirits who have tho coiirago of 
strong convictions have j-ielded theui 
selves lip to tlie grateful iiiHuence of a 
season of thanksgiving, and decline ' to 
discuss a matter that will shortly involve 
the whole congressional cuiiiiiiunity in a 
vortex of political excitement. One point 
at issue in this matter has, however, beon 
practically settled. It has lici.-ii coneedod 
on all sides that the internal revenne uU 
whisky shall bo maintained, and this was 
the key-iioto of Senator I'ugli's speech 
last Monday. NN'hile opinion is divided 
as to the advisidiility of giving the people 
cheap tobacco, all are strenuously ojiposed 
to cheaijeiiiiig whisky. 'I'his i.^ the coininoii 
ground on which the divided factions of 
tho democratic ptirty can meet and agree 
upon a x>lan of prcsidentiiil campaign 
against the common enemy. At present 
the out and out free-traders are sanguine 
of lieing able to bring the democratic pro- 
lectionisls to a realization of the wisdom 
of the proposed liscal progranmie. The 
revision of the tarill', however, is a jirac- 
tical ([uestion upon which should bo shed 
much of what Horace Greely used to 
term co, union horse sense. Whetlier^ a 
congress, thrcc-fourths of whoso moinbcra 
ari! lawyers, is cajiablo of thoroughly 
grasping the merits of a strictly Ijusinoas 
question of this cbaivicter, is yet to be 
seen. It does .seem unfortunate, how- 
ever, that the business aU'nirs 
of tbe nation should at this 
conjuncture be entrusted to a congress of 
lawyers, who, however honest and con- 
scientious they may be, are not always 
the mo.st practical of mortals. Tin; ex- 
ecutive ability of tlie legal profession is 
now on triid. Whatever its coiigressioiinl 
contingent does will be weighed in the 
balance next fall, and if they prove thtit 
they are only light weight legislators 
devoid of statesmanship the iteople should 
turn over a new leaf and elect business 
men to represent them in tho future. 

MRS. CLEVELAND 

is making amends for tho retiring habits 
of the President. For a heavy set man of 
elephantine mould he ])iissesseH a nature 
abnornndl}' sensitive to iio[iiiiar curiosity. 
He shrieks from the admiring ga/.e of 
crowds, and linds iKijipiness only ir. those- 
clusion of the \\'liile I louse or tlieOak View 
Farm. The people complain because tho 
president is never seen upon the avenue, 
as other presidents have been, and hold 
that ho keeps Iiimselt too nmch ahaif from 
the little world about him. lint he ia . 
jiioof against all hoslile criticism of his 
executive acts, and bo is singularly indif- 
ferent to these local maiiifeatiitions of in- 
terest in bis personal movements. But 
I\lrs. Cleveland has of late been seen 
reguliirly upon our loading thoroughfares. 
.•\ few weiiks ago she a]i;ieared behind .a 
pair of bigh-stcppiiig ponies, anil the skill 
with which she handled the ribbons 
elicited tho iidinirntion of old and accom- 
plished whips. After that hor elegant 
ei|uipage was seen daily on the street, and 
people ceased to talk of her new depar- 
ture. But yesterday she g".ve the gossiiis 
another siir]irise. .She actually walked 
along Ptumsylvania avenue and s|ioke to 
acquaintances she met in stores while 
making holiday ptirehases. Washington 
in conseciuence is beside itself, it is dif- 
ticiilt to imagine what society would do ii 
( irover sill mid accompany her some day 
on one of her iiedestrian excursions.

UUBLIN'S LATEST Si'LNSATlON. 

Kxtraordliniry Career of the Man whom Cap- 
talii Dninie Sliot At. 

The shooting affair in Dublin, of which 
you have reoeived some particulars, is at> 

tracting a good deal of attention here be- 
cause of the higli social position of some 
of the people engaged in it. The Rev. 
fleniy Whyte IMelville, wluj betrayed 
Capt. Dunne's daughter, and ye.iteixlay 
narrowly escai)eil death at the haiul.s of 
the infuriated father, has no blue blood in 
his veins. llo foiineriy rejoiced in the 
unromantie patrouyniio of Higginson, and 
worketl as a journalist for some time in 
Dul)lin, and also, it is said, in America. 
Later lie entered the service of the Irish 
custoin.s, ni.irrieil and started raising a 
family. Mrs. Whyte Melville was the 
daughter of Lord Bateman, granddaughter 
by marriage witli the liftlx Duke -of Leoda, 
and cousin of no loss a person than Iiord 
Salisbury. Hor daughter by her late hus- 
band is married to S'i.scount Massoreene, 
a peer of the realm. How Higginson be- 
came acquainted with a lady so immeas- 
urably above him in the social scale is at 
l)resont somewhat of a myatery; but Mrs. 
Melville vms elderly, vain, romantiq in 
her ideas, and enormously rich — jitet the 
sort of a woman to fall a prey to any 
handsome, unscrupuluua and fairly young 
adventurer. 

Higginson tilled these conditions to the 
latter, and a^ an excuse for the old widow 
it must be put on record that sinceo he 
mysteriously disappeared from Dublin lie 
had acquired the additional attraction of 
a clerkship in holy orders. In other 
words,, ho hud become an Episcopal 
clergyman, having been ordauiod in South 
Africa after a short and exciting career, 
during which he wa.-i more familiar with 
taverns and gaiiibling hells than with 
churches. Mrs. Melville became ona 
mored of Higginson who, she supposed, 
was a single man. As a matter of fact 
he had a wife living, ahd-j had deseurtcd 
her and her children after a vain aiid in- 
famous attempt to obtain a divorce, llig- 
ginsuu had no dithculty in ascertaining 
the social st;inding and pecuniary posi- 
tion of the love-lorn (dd widow. She had 
iiot long before inherited something like 
£500,000 under the will of the late Duke 
of Leeds, He responded to her advances 
with simulated ardor, and attended her 
publicly and in private like a lap dog. 
The V'^icountess Massereuno heard of.her 
mother's infatuation and passionately pro- 
tested. Ill vain she invoked the memory 
of her idoliiced dead father. In vain the 
family intiuenco from Lord Salisbury 
downward was brought' to -.beair to /break 
off the threatened ' mesallianee. ~ "The 
strangely assorted couple \'ere inarriod, 
Higginson takinu the name of Whyte 
ill order to evade certain awkward 
clauses in the Duke of Leeds' will. 

A few days afterwards Vi.scountess 
Massereene vented her grief and indigna- 
tion in the form of a inemoriam notice 
published in the obituary columns of all 
newspajiers, in which, after reciting in 
most pathetic terms the viitues of her late 
father, she conchiiled with the significant 
words, "He was the last of his race." But 
Higginson is not a sensitive man, and he 
found ample coiisolatii>ii,if he needed any, 
in the widow's £40,000 a year and her 
lovelj' banker's balance, of which he 
f|uickly proceeded to make the freest use, 
although Mrs. Melville had on the wed- 
ding day settled £125,000 (ni him. 

Higginson, tired of his wife's mature 
cliarins, and turned his baneful eyes on 
Miss Dunne, a pretty woman of twenty- 
four, who lived with his wife as half 
friend, half compaiiion. She was of good 
birth, and her wonderful acconiplishmimta 
included a duent knowledge of French, 
Gorman and It.'dian. Her father, Capt. 
Dunne, had been in reduced circuni- 
staiiccs, hence her ch.'poiident p(Jsition. 
Dunoe i.s r(.;lateil to the best lamilica 
in Ireland, and the position of governor 
of one of her majesty's prisons, it must he 
renieiiil)ered, is in this cpuntty icpnsidered 
adignitied one. Poor phazi, Po^^er, the 
gallant yiiung journalist who was Gordon's 
trusted comraile during the long siege of 
Khartoum, and wlio, with Col. Stewart, 
perished in a vain ull'ort to lireak through 
the Mahdi'H grim cordon and join hands 
with Wi.hicley s ad\ aiicing columns, was 
the dearly loved nephew of Dunne. Not- 
withstanding his family connections, 
Dunne was a good nationalist, and enjoy- 
ed the friendsliii) of Isaac Butt, the father 
of Home Rule. 

Higginson found hivor in Miss Dunne's 
eyes, and he soon aciiuired extraordinaiy 
influence over her, rumor >;.iys jiartly by 
mesmerism, of the result of which the 
cable has already advised you. Miss 
Dunne arrived in Dublin last night with 
the av(jwe(l intention of soring her unfor- 
tunate father thr..ugh the troubled She 
was in terrible disLrt'Ss, hut iiiin 
in her resolve to remain. This 
morning, however, her paraiiKnir gained 
access to her and ordered hor to return to 
London. She wopt and implored, and 
even went on hor knees to the scoundrel, 
but he was obdurate, and thially suceoed- 
eil in so luMidiiig her to his will that she 
obeyed his every word and gesture, and 
she is now on her way to the British me- 
tropolis. 

It is comforting to learn that Mrs. 
Whyte Melville now sees Higginson in 

his true colors as a heartless, ungrateful, 
unscrupulous villain, and will do all in 
her power lo lidp Ca]]t,. Dunne. It is 
additionally gratifying to know that Jlig- 
gin^BOn has made hiiuKelf lial)le I i prose- 
cution for bigamy, and that he will soon 
hi) enjoying the pleasure of penal servi- 
tude, unless Lord Salisbury should try to 
hush matters up' in order , to prevent a 
public recital in the witness box of his 
cousin's shaini! and folly;— London Oor.

Ur, D, yf, UoLelan Expires Suddenly ou Board 
- the E. & N. Uallway Train. 

Mr. D. W. McLolan, who has beer, for 
a uumher of months postal clerk on the 
Esi|uiinalt & Nanaiino railway, diod very 
suddenly ye.'iorday morning. Two weeks 
since deceased was thruivii from the mail 
carriage and received injuries which at tho 
time were not considered serious. He 
has, however, since complained of pains 
which are now sujjposed to have been 
cimsetl by this luisliap. lie evidently felt 
unwell on the northward trip, became 
di'/zy on the southward and tinally insen- 
sible. (-)ii the ari'ival of the train at Ivok- 
silah station Conductor Weldoii wired Mr. 
(i. A. Carlcton, his most intimate friend, 
that he was in a critical con- 
dition. When the train rea.ched 
here Mr. .Oarletoii, acoompanied by 
Mrs. MoLelan and Dr. Milne, were 
awaiting it with a suitable conveyance, 
and every necessary preparation fur the 
invaliil's comfort, but it was found that 
life had tied — that the silvery cord was 
broken.

Mr. McLelaii was personally a iiinsl. lov- 
able gentleman and endeared himself 
to ,'dl in this city with whom 
he was brought in contact, llis untimely 
cutting od' is deejjly lamented and sym- 
pathy for his bereaved widow is universal.

The Quarterly Ueetlng Yesterday Afteriiioon—

Columoia Board of Trade was held in 
their rooms in tho Btnk of B. C. building 
yesterday aftertioon at throe o'clock.

No delay was inUictnd 
and none would bo if freight was landed 
for Victoria consignees, which was not 
now done. • 

Conversation developed the fact that 
the collector had jiersonally stated to sev- 
eral members of the board that every fa- 
cility would be afforded the steamers, and 
that they would be cleared up to 9 o'clock 
iit night. 'I'he oi)inion was also expressed 
that the hitch was simply owing to the 
unfortunate manner in which Capt. Web- 
ber transacted his business. Whether that 
individmd pur]>osely persisted in the line 
of conduct followed for tins purpose of 
creating a ilistiirbance was also ipicslioned 
and it was thought that probably he did, 
witll the object of securing somo kind of 
an excuse for ordering tho steamers to 
give Victoria the go-by. 

After consideration it was decided that 
a deputation should wtiit upon Mr. Ham- 
ley and secure more definite information, 
with regard to the customs reiiuirements. 
This secured, the council of the board 
wcrejnslructed to communicate it to Capt. 
Wcb'ber, Mr. Abbott and Mr. Frazar. 

S.MUIIOI.I.NU I!T l.\l)I.\NS. 

Mr. St roiiSB slated that the smuggling 
by Iniliiuis was a very serious detriment tu 
business here, anil tdtliough tho matter 
had been placed before the tiove.iiiment, 
the latter had not yet t.-iken any stops to 
leiiu'dy the evil. 

Tho President said that tho members of 
parliament for the city had urged tho 
matter on the Oovorninont. 

i\Ir. Baker .said that he liiul repeatedly 
urged I he eustoms department to place a 
uuiubcr of preventive olUcors along the 
Coast, as was the ciise in the cast. It 
could be done at a small cost. 

After further discussion, a rest lution 
was carried, a copy of which was ordered 
to bo forwarded to tho Ottawa authori- 
ties. This recommended that revenue 
olhcers be slalioned along the coast, as 
suggested by .Mr. Bidier, .M. P., during 
iliat season of the year in wdiich the 
smuggling vvas carried on. 

Tlie secroUiry was instructed to com- 
municate the board's action to other 
hoards of trade in the province. 

SHfSW.Vr A.NI> OK.V.VAOON UAILWAY. 

I'resident Ward brought before the 
board the question of the Shuswap and 
( ikanagon Railway, and thought that they 
should aid the efforts of the promoters of 

the scheme by a memorial to the Domin- 
ion gi ivei ninenl. 

.Mr. M. Luinby referred lo the agricul- 
tural section that woidd be opened, and 
the fact that some thousands of tons ot 
heat and fiour could not be moved from 
Enderby to the C. P. R. in consequence 
of lack of communication by road. The 
Rock Crei'k inine.i?, now almost idtogether 
tiiliiit .iry to ihe .-\merican side, would 
also become a markcl to British Columbia 
merchants. 

.-V motion was jtassed urging the grant- 
ing of a bonus lo the Okanagan and Shu- 
swap Railway by the Dominion govem- 
uieiit. 

.Mr. E. C. Baker stated for the 
iiiforniation of the board that upon this 
ipieslion the contingent of six members 
Iroiii British Colunil)ia were a unit, ;uid it 
was urged upmi the minister of railways 
with every possible energy, but no other 
promise could be extracted than tho one 
that next year something would be done. 
However, they cimld rest assured that no 
greater sum per mile would be secured 
than §3,200, as that w;is the utmost limit 
III which the Dominion government would 
go into the matter of aiding railways. He 
and his colleagues would again do their 
best for the railway at tho coming session. 

.SAN FRA.N'CI.SCO .MAIL SKUVICE. 

Mr. R. P. Rithet stated to the board 
thai the Dominion government had with- 
drawn the subsidy • from tho P. c. y. s. 
Co. for a mail service between this city 
anil San Friuicisco. He would ask Mr. 
linker if he knew of the matter. 

.Mr. Baker s.iid il was as luucli a sur- 
prise to hiin as to oilier iiienibers ]irescnl. 
He hail been urged by Postinaster-ljen- 
eral (Jarliiig, and later by Poslmaster-tien- 
eral McLulian, to surrender the subsidy 
for this service. He had always replied 
that he would not consent to one item in 
the terms of union being surrendered and 
the present action was totally a surprise 
to liini. 

Mr. Rithet said that though there was 
no reason to suppuse that it would be 
done, yet if this subsidy was withdrawn 
I here would be nothing to prevent the P. 
(J. S. S. Co. from giving them the go-by, 
and while this agitaliuii was guint; un 
about I he C'hiii.i sleaiiu-i-s giving us the 
go-by, I hey should take care that other 
channels of tr.ule were not interfered 
with or removed. It was of the greatest 
importance lo Victoria that this San 
I''rancisco service should bo ^continued 
regularly. * 

iMr. Baker referred to tho many plau- 
sible reasons that, li.-id been put forward 
in I ho endeavor lo secure the resigning of 
this mail stib.sidy. However, as lie hail 
before stated, he would always stoutly 
protest against the withdrawal of any sin- 
gle jot or tittle from tho terms of union, 
lie could 800 in this action the influence 
of the C. P. K. a'_;ain exerted. 

On motion, .Mr. Haker, ,M. I'., was re- 
'plested III take t he mailer in hand and 
telegraph the Ottawa authorities 
learn t lie rcisoii why the subsidy 
been withdrawn, and to protest against 
the action. 

Mr. Baker said he would gladly Uike 
the matter in hand and push it for all it 
was Wort h. 

The board then adjourned.
